Vigelius moved thu reappointment 
of all the inside officers with the excop 
tion of Mr. Duck, who he did not think 
could lill tho position of treasurer as well 
as remain a member of the local House. 

Aid. Wilson endorsed Aid. Vigelius' re- 
marks. 

Aid. Coughlan could not see that the 
council had any right to object to Mr. 
Duck retaining bis seat in tho House as 
long as he was faithful in attending to the 
business of tho city. 

Aid. Kelly agreed with Aid. Coughlan. 
Aid. Vigolius' motion was put and car- 
ried, it being understood that action upon 
tho appointment of the treasurer bo taken 
at the next regular meeting, when Mr. 
Duck is expected to appoar before the 
board and state whether or not ho intends 
to resign his seat. 

Aid. Harrison, in referring to the elec- 
tion of a police magistrate, said that his 
attention had boon called to tho fact that 
tho police magistrate was sometimes half 
or three quarters of an hour late. He 
thought that his honor should bo instruct- 
ed that his services wore required each 
morhing at 11 o'clock, and that he was 
expected to be present as punctually at 
the hour when his work should commence 
as any laborer upon the stroot. (Ap- 
plause). 

Mayor Grant, Aid. Coughlan and Aid. 
Styles spoke on the question of Mr. 
Duck's right to sit in tho House and re- 
tain his position of treasurer at tho same 
time. 

Tho outside officers of the corporation 
were on motion requested to retain their 
positions until further action should be 
taken. 

REPORTS. 

Tho streot committee presented a re- 
port recommending, among other matters, 
that Third stroet be graded. Tho report 
was on motion adopted, with the excep- 
tion of a clause relating to grades, defer- 
red for one week for further considera- 
tion. 

From tho chief engineer of the tire 
department recommending W. Short as 
driver of tho hose cart horses. Adopted. 

From the electric light committee, re- 
commending the purchase of a Ball dyna- 
mo at a cost of $6,600 laid down here, 
with necessary sundries, involving an 
entire outlay of 87,500. Tho purchase 
of the new dynamo would increase tho 
capacity of tho system by 35 lights. On 
motion tho report was adopted. 

From the tire wardens reporting that 
Alex. Boss had been dismissed, and rec- 
ommending the purchase of a new truck 
and ladders, the erection of 20 now hy- 
drants, and sundry necessary improve- 
mrnts to the fire service. Received and 
adopted. 

From the city surveyor referring to tho 
depth of cellars throughout the city; and 
asking that an advertisement, be inserted 
in tho local papers requesting property 
owners to send in particulars of tho depth 
of their cellars to tho city surveyor for 
tho purposes of drainage. Received and 
tho suggestion ordered to be acted upon. 
ORAVELLTJJC! HENRY STREET. 

Aid. Styles moved that tenders be called 
for, for tbe travelling of Henry street. 
The resolution was afterwards amended 
leaving tho matter in the hands of tho 
street committee with powor to act. 

Aid. Goooacro callod the attention of 
the Btreot committee to the necessity of 
relaying tho sidewalk on Douglas street, 
near Mr. R. Finlayson's residence. 
THE LATE TREASURER'S BONDS. 

Aid. Coughlan moved that the city bar- 
rister bo instructed to collect the amount 
of the lato taoasuror's bonds, and also to 
collect all I. O. U'B., etc., made payable 
to him. 

Mayor Grant called attention to tho 
necessity of some provision boing made to 
induce the crack professional oarsmen to 
visit Victoria on May 24th. Unless some- 
thing was soon done by Victoria, Van- 
couver would, in all probability, stop in 
and secure tho attraction. Ho advised 
tho offering of some substantial induce- 
ment by tho city, and immedi- 
ate action being taken in the 
matter. Tho mayor also referred to the 
necessity of encouraging the establish- 
ment of a sugar refinery in this city, and 
thought that tho tinio had arrived for the 
city to take action in regard to the estab- 
lishment of a provincial uuivorsity in this 
city. 

On motion of Aid. Harrison and Aid. 
Vigelius, the water commissioner was asked 
to inform the council of full particulars of 
the cost of the water works trench from 
Heaver Lako to this city. 

Aid. Coughlan said that all tho infor- 
mation asked for could be obtained at any 
time at tho oflico of tho water commis- 
sioner. 

Aid. Stylos referred to the necessity of 
tho establishment of a provincial univer- 
sity in this city, and suggostod that the 
Mayor inquire what tho government would 
do in the matter, He also moved that 
the city clerk communicate with tho heads 
of tho government, asking them to hand 
over to tho city certain lots in tho north- 
ern portion of tho city; thoso lots to bo 
sold and tho proceeds to bo applied to the 
purchase of a northern park. 

Aid. Vige'ius thought a special meeting 
of the council was necessary, to considei 
tho financial statement for tho year. 

On motion the council roso to meet 
again this evening at 7:30 o'clock.

A Willing Willies*. 

London, Feb. li. — Tho witnes Boach or 
Dr. Lecaron resumed his testimony to 
day before the Parnell commission. He 
stated John O'Connor was an agon', for 
currying arms to Ireland, and attended 
the convention representing tho supreme 
council of the Irish Brotherhood. The 
witness said he saw Mackey and Lomas- 
ney two days before tho latter sailed for 
America to carry '.out the plan of campaign 
by means of explosives, tho details of 
which tho witness was unable to give, as 
Lomasney did not return to tho organiza- 
tion, ho having since supported the fami- 
ly of bis father. Lomasney's brother 
Michael, witness said, perished in tho Lon- 
don bridge explosion. Lecaron said that in 
compliance with instructions -from head- 
quarters ho attended tho Chicago conven- 
tion. Several priests who favored the use 
of dynamite also attended. Tho Rev. 
Father Botts, of the aggressive party, was 
chosen president of tho revolutionary di- 
rectory. In tho circular giving the report 
of tho convention the president said that 
the doctrine adopted by tho convention 
was that tho people who were living 
under the unnatural government and 
wished for a natural government were 
entitled to overthrow the unnatural and 
establish tho natural government. The 
witness sent copies of all documents 
to tho English government. Alexan- 
der Sutlivan wont to England in 1887 
and remained for two mouths. Lecaron 
conversed with Sullivan concerning plans 
for future warfare, Sullh an said that in 
future men would bo chosen for work 
who would not exceed their orders, like 
Gallagher, who gave himself away and 
enabled Sim McDermott to got informa- 
tion. In future they would continue to 
send men to England to carry on an active 
dynamite war. A circular was issued in 
18.S5*, in which every branch of tho Bro- 
therhood was commanded to perfect itself 
in some particular branch ot warfare. 

Proceed I lis-, of the Commission. 

London, Fob. 6. — At tho proceedings 
of the Parnell commission, Boach showed 
to the court a copy of the constitution of 
the "B. C." society. Its object was a 
concerted actionjwith the Irish Brother- 
hood and other secret societies for the 
combination of a revolutionary movement 
throughout the world to act decisively 
against England. In 1878 John Dovay 
and General Miller wore sent as delegates 
to Ireland and raised £10,000 from a 
skirmishing fund. Sir Richard Webster 
then read Devay's report, showing he 
wanted a delegate sent to Ireland to pre- 
pare Irishmen for tho uso of arms. Wit- 
ness Beach said Patrick Egan had told him 
that Parnell wanted to join tho Irish 
Brotherhood, but thought that such an act 
would destroy his usefulness in other 
directions. This evidence was not allowed 
by the court.

London, Feb. (i. — Tho large number of 
meetings being hold throughout England 
to protest against O'Brien's treatment in 
Clonmel jail, has induced the conserva- 
tives to organize counter meetings to com- 
bat the drift of public opinion, opposing 
the Irish policy of Mr. Balfour. At theoe 
meetings a resolution has boon passed de- 
claring that the spectacle presented by the 
efforts of O'Brien to defy tho prison au- 
thorities meot with tho contempt that such 
hysterical proceeds deserve. 

Another Falnl Marine lllnnsler. 

London, Feb. 6. — The barque Largo 
Bay, for Aukland, arrived at Spithead 
in tow to-day, in a sinking condition. 
Her captain reports that on Monday 
night tho Largo Bay came into collision 
with an unknown steamer oil' Beach-head, 
and the latter sank. Several of tho 
barque's crow are confident, that the 
steamer carried passengers, and estimate 
that tho number of persons on board of 
her, including her crew, .s at least one 
hunored. The steamer uvnt down with- 
in eight minutes of the collision. 

From Clonmel to Klllnrne.v. 

Dublin, Fob. 6. — It is stated that con- 
stables havo left Killarnoy with a warrant, 
to remove O'Brien from Clonmel jail to 
Killarnoy. O'Brien has requested the 
mayor of Clonmel not to make a report of 
his health until a material change has 
boon made in his treatment. 

Prince Rudolph's Inst Letter. 

Vienna, Fob. 6.— Throughout the 
funeral services yesterday the Emperor 
was composed, not shedding a tear. He 
kept bis oyos steadfastly fixed on the 
coffin. He was not pale but flushed. It 
is rumored that tho Emperor will soon 
publish an address to tho people. The 
news the Vienna Taifhlatt gives is a sum- 
mary of the contents of Rudolph's five 
letters. In the letter to his father he 
asked forgiveness for an act which, ho 
says, appears to bo inevitable. In the 
letter to his mother ho gives 
a detailed and clear account of his 
motives for suicide, takes leave 
of her, and sends a last greeting to his 
child. Some Austrian and Hungarian 
prelntos in accordance with the dictates 
of the church refused to hold services on 
tho ground that Rudolph committed sui- 
cide, wlulo leading bishops and archbish- 
ops ordered services on the ground that 
Rudolph was temporarily insane when ho 
committed the act. It is expected thiit 
the Pope will take the latter view and 
issue instructions accordingly. 



Why was the Coinmaniler of the Hush 
Instructed not to Seize the British 
Sealers Last Year.

Washington, Fob. C— In the House 
this afternoon Dingley asked what instruc- 
tions had boon given to the commander 
of the revenue cutter Rush with regard 
to tho protection of the seal fisheries in 
the Behring's Sea in the spring and sum- 
mer of 1888, and whether such instruc- 
tions differ from thoso given the samo. 
commander in the spring and summer of 
1887 ? In explanation, Dingley stated 
the commander of the Rush had testified 
before tho committee that in 1887 he had 
seized a large number of vessels for the 
illegal catching of seals. In 1888, not- 
withstanding the fact that there were 
more vessels illegally engaged in sealing, 
ho had made no seizures. Being asked 
why he had not, ho replied that his secret 
orders had not permitted him to do so. 
The resolution was adopted and the 
House adjourned.

Mysterious Murder of an Indian Chief— Steam- 
er "Princess Louise" Detained by Fog- 
Presentation to Ex-Mayor Dickinson.

night; by fog.

Shocking Tragedy. 

Detroit, Feb. 5.— A special to the 
A 7 ei<:s from Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., says : 
Two half-breeds wore brought to Cana- 
da's "Soo" this morning from Little Cur- 
rent, Manitoulin Islands, charged with an 
atrocity outrivalling "Jack the Ripper" 
in his heinous crimes. The place where 
the crime wis committed is ono hundred 
miles from here, and without telegraph 
communication ; but the circum- 
stances were learned by the News' 
correspondent from a resident of 
the island. Moses Esqumaut, Jack 
Doglas, Henry, Bob and S. Bandin, 
in company with the mother of the three 
latter and another half-brood woman, 
named Christona Togosh, were last soon 
together about two miles from town, and 
on the morning after, tho body of Chris- 
tona was found in a pool of blood with the 
intestines strewn around. It is alleged 
that tho woman was first outraged, then 
disemboweled and otherwise horribly 
mutilated. The all'air caused great ex- 
citement and horror hero. 



Funeral or Kx-CUIer Justice Sir YF. it. 
ICIchnrds. 

Tho funeral of Sir William Buell Rich- 
ards, late Chief Justice of tho Supreme 
Court of Canada, took place at Ottawa on 
tho 2'.Kh ult., and was largely attended 
by members of tho long robe and citizens 
generally. The remains of tho lamented 
statesman and jurist were placed in bin 
library at his lato residence, and previous 
to tho obsequies, wore viewed by those of 
his former brother judges present, and 
other friends, with a melancholy interest. 
But little change was observable in the 
well-known, clear-cut features of the do- 
parted judge. "A good man gone — none 
better " the expression of the learned 
Justice Taschereau, voiced the general 
opinion of his merits. In accordance 
with tho simple tastes of the deceased, 
thoro was nn absence of anything ap- 
proaching display in the funeral arrange- 
ments. Tho remains were attired in a 
plain suit of black and enclosed in an un- 
pretentious casket .covered with black 
cloth. On tho lid were two silver plates, 
one bearing tho words "At Rest;" tho 
oilier, the name, date of doath and age of 
the dead man. Tho loving hands of his 
children had added a beautiful wreath of 
lilies of tho valley and a cross of camelias. 
Previous to proceeding to the railway 
station the Bev. Henry Bollard, rural 
dean, read the first, portion of the beauti- 
ful burial service of tho Church of Eng- 
land, in which ail present devoutly joined. 
The chief mourners were the three sons 
□f the ox-chief justice, Messrs. Butler 
Richards (Pittsburg, Pa,,)W. M. Rich- 
ards (Toronto), and S. 0. Richards (Van- 
couver), Mr. Henry J. Morgan, of Otta- 
wa, and Mr. Frank Malloeh, of Hamilton; 
tho pall-bearers wore tho tivo Puisne 
judges of tho Supreme Court of Canada, 
and Mr. Justice Burbidgo of tho Court of 
Exchequer.

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THE SCHOOL TAX. 

Tliu position of the Government of 
British Columbia with regard to taxation 
for school purposes is peculiar. In every 
other province the municipalities contri- 
bute largely to the support of their several 
schools. The Government grant is, in 
almost all of tliem, in aid of tho municipal 
assessment. Each municipality or school 
district assesses itself according to its 
needs. If it wants large and commodious 
school houses and superior teachers it 
taxes itself for their cost. Every improve- 
ment it makes requires an addition to the 
school assessment. Every one sees that 
this is perfectly right. But the Govern- 
ment in this province takes upon itself 
the duty of the municipalities in the other 
provinces, and when it does what every, 
municipality is obliged to do, increase the 
rates according to the requirements and 
tho ability of the locality, a few persons 
raise an outcry and say they are unjustly 
treated. They are so unreasonable as to 
expect all localities requiring schools to 
treated exactly alike. They would 
have the poor country district 
■with its scattered population, placed 
upon exactly tho same footing as regards 
what it is to pay for education as the rich 
and populous city. If the Government 
did not take upon itself the care and the 
burden of the education of the children of 
the province would this be the case '. C 
tainly not. The place requiting tho best 
teachers and the most expensive equip- 
ment would have to pay the most. And 
is not the Government perfectly justified 
when it regulates the payments for educa 
tion in this natural and equitable way 
Under the circumstances in which the 
province is placed, it is best for the Gov 
eminent to make provision for education 
but its hands should not be tied. Every 
taxpayer in the province has to pay to 
wards the education fund. None are ex 
empt. In no part of the world is taxa 
tii. n for any purpose imposed without 
having some regard to the circumstances 
of the taxpayer. But those who oppose 
the requirements of the towns to pay 
something more into the education fund 
than the rural districts would 
violate the very first principles of 
taxation, and make the rich and tb 
poor, those who enjoy many advantage 
and those who must be content with ver 
few, pay alike. To distribute the burden 
of taxation according to tho ability to pay 
and tho benefits derived is not "class 1 
ialation." It is quite the reverse, and if 
the opponents of the law requiring the 
cities to pay more towards education than 
tho country districts, expect the courts to 
decide that such a law is unconstitutional, 
thoy will rind themselves greatly mis- 
taken. 

A contemporary says: "The tax is ol 
jticted to because it is arbitrary and ut 
just to levy a rate upon one class or sec 
tion that is not levied upon all, and its 
payment has been resisted by tho council 
because the law is believed to be unconsti- 
tutional. " 

We have shown thai every statement 
in this objection is erroneous. A tax for 
tho support of schools is levied upon all 
tho taxpayers of tile province. It is 
neither arbitrary nor unjust to impose the 
tax according to the circumstances of tho 
taxpayer, but on the contrary it. is 
tho only really constitutional and just 
system of taxation, 

Tho Council being a body of law- 
makers should be very careful how 

they set the c minify the very 

bad example of resistance to the law. If 
they do not respect the law of the land 
constitutionally enacted, how can they 
expect the laws which the} make to be 
regarded as authoritative ? This is a mat- 
ter in which factious opposition and un- 
justifiable resistance can do much harm. 
The Government can have no motive in 
this matter but to promote tho most im- 
portant interest in the province. They 
have shown themselves to be the friends 
of education, and all good citizens, what- 
ever may be i heir political opinions, 
should endeavor to strengthen their hands 
in thoir endeavor to keep up the efficiency 
of the splendid system of popular educa- 
tion established in tho province.

THE CAUCUS. . 

No one for a moment supposed thaK tho 
Leader of the Opposition's denunciation of 
caucuses meant anything. He vory well 
knows that the caucus has become part of 
tho American political system both in 
Canada and tho United States, and that 
to condemn it servos no practical purpose. 
The caucus is simply a necessity of the 
time, and it will continue to exist in spito 
f all that can be said against it. It, in 
fact, in soino shapu or other, appoars to 
bo inseparable from democratic institu- 
tions. It has been introduced into Great 
Britain and in spito of tho most determin- 
ed opposition and tho most emphatic pro- 
tests it has taken root there and sooms 
likely to grow. 

The members of the Opposition who in- 
veighed against caucusBeom tohave wholly 
misunderstood its nature and its design. 
Thoy assort thatit deprives the indiv idual, 
whether of tho parliamentary party or 
the constituency, of his independence. 
This is a strange misconception. It is be- 
cause representatives of tho peoplo in the 

gislaturos and active politicians in tho 
constituencies are independent and are de- 
termined not to be the submissive tools of 
any loader that the caucus has come into 
existence Thore was a time when the 
party leader was an autocrat. Lie said to 
this man vote, and ho voted, and to that 
man speak, and he spoke, lie introduced 
what measures he considered best without 
consulting his party, sometimes hardly 
asking tho advice of his colleagues in the 
overnment. Ho required of his follow- 
rs almost passive obedience. But in the 
new world men refuse to submit to the 
one man power. Tho members of a 
party considered that they had a right to 
have a voico in shaping tho policy of the 
party. They looked upon it as insulting 
both to their manhood and their intelligence 
to be required, on pain of being read out of 
their party, to follow their leader like a 
flock of sheep. They claimed the right to 
be consulted, and, after a while, their claim 
in one shape or another was allowed. The 
loader was required to meet those whom 
he depended upon for support to toll 
thoiii what his measures wore and to ex- 
plain tho grounds on which thoy were 
based. Ho heard and answered objec- 
tions, and ho sometimes modified a meas- 
ure so as to meet tho views of the major- 
ity whoso votes were required to carry it 
through the Legislature. Not unfre- 
quently moasures which a ministry 
considered expedient are dropped be- 
cause they find in caucus that they will 
not be supported by a sullicient number 
of their followers. There is surely no sac- 
rifice of independence in this. The man 
who insists upon being consulted as to 
what is to be the policy of the Govern- 
ment he supports cannot with any ap- 
proach to truth be reproached with being 
passively obedient. He, in fact, assumes 
an attitude which old-fashioned politicians 
would regard as presumptuous. It was not 
in tho good old time for tho rank 
and tile of the party to ask tho reason 
why; it was theirs to do what they wore 
told and to follow their loader without in- 
quiring where he intended to lead them. 

We know that the theory is 
in Great Britain, that the govern- 
ment brings down its measures and when 
t hey have been deliberated upon, every 
member votes according to his convic- 
tions. But it is a little singular that evon 
there the speeches made, let them be ever 
so able and ever so eloquent, hardly ever 
change a vote. The party whips can tell 
days before the vote is taken on any great 
question what the division will be to a 
man. British party leaders have their 
ways of ascertaining tho views of their 
supporters, and they take good care not 
t o put too heavy a strain on their party 
allegiance. Then there are the clubs and 
social gatherings of one kind and another 
by means of ffhich tho temper and tho 
opinion of the members of the different 
parties are ascertained. These do the 
work of the caucus although they have 
not its form. A little enquiry will con- 
vince the student of politics that even 
those who declaim most loudly against 
the caucus rind themselves in these days 
compelled to resort to it in some shape or 
other. 

The Leader of the Opposition's 
own experience proves to him that 
whether it is good or bad, whether its 
influence is wholesome or pernicious, it 
lias become indispensable. When ho led 
the Government party ho found it neces- 
sary to consult his supporters m caucus, 
and wo are quite sure that even now those 
who follow him, though few in num- 
ber and not too brilliant in point of 
ability, are not content to obey his orders 
without question.

Hut 
Mr. Boaven and his followers should have 
some little regard for consistency, and 
should not preach what they never did 
practice in the past and do not intend to 
practice in tho future.

CONSOLIDATED STATUTES. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, referring to the bill in 
reference to the consolidation of the stat- 
utes, hoped thnt the same would bo ad- 
vanced without delay. The reason for 
the consolidation of the statutes was to 
enable reference to bo made to tliein 
without delay or inconvenience. He 
hoped that the bill would bo passed dur- 
ing the day and that the lioii. member for 
Esquiinalt, when his bill in regard to the 
amendment of the Ballot net came before 
the House, would refer to it in the con- . 
Bolidated statutes. The lion, leader I al 



of a few remarks that lie delivered yester- 
day. Ho did not think that the error 
was intentional. He was reported Co have 
said " that bullion was produced as far 
south na Louisiana," What ho did say 
was " as far north as Alaska." The other 
error was that lie hoped Victoria would 
lose none of its privileges when the county 
courts were established. What lie had 
said was that ho hoped Victoria, would not 
bo deprived of any privileges when the 
consolidated statutes became law. 

Mr. Ladnor also complained of having 
been misroported in being made to say 
that he was glad that the agricultural and 
mineral resources wore nourishing. What 
ho did say was that the agricultural in- 
dustries had been slighted in the apeech, 
and he Wondered at the hon. tho Provin- 
cial Secretary permitting such an omis- 
sion. 

Mr. Dole drew attention to an error 
that had crept into the Colonist report. 
Ho did not think the error was iiitention- 
What ho had said was that li is resig 



of the opposition had also introduced a 
bill in regard to the consolidation of the 
municipalities act, the objects of which 
had been already anticipated in" theconsol- 
ulation of the statutes. He thought that 
tho consolidated statutes would be found 
to be carefully and correctly compiled, 
and regretted the delay in their prepara- 
tion, which had been the result of un- 
avoidable circumstances. He thought 
there was no reason why the bill should 
not he advanced through its several stages 
at once, and therefore moved the second 
reading of the bill. (Applause). 

Mr. Heaven had not anticipated the 
action taken by the hon. the Attorney- 
General. He had not thought that the 
second reading tvould have been moved 
so early in the session. The lion, the 
Attorney-General had stated that tharo 
was one volume not yet completed, and 
lie therefore thought that the work could 
not yet have boon thoroughly understood. 
While fully appreciating the work of the 
commissioners, he thought that they had 
exceeded their power in eliminating cer- 
tain portions of the Municipality Act re- 
lating to the city of Victoria. Ho pre- 
sumed the eliminated portion would ap- 
pear in the second volume of private sta- 
tutes. This was detrimental to the inter- 
ests of the city of Victoria. The com- 
missioners had changed tho law by elim- 
inating the sections referred to in this 
consolidation. The gentlemen appointed 
to do the work had done their best, but it 
was a very dillicult undertaking. He 
would advise the postponement of action 
in the matter until lateroll in the session. 
He thought the hon. the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, who was always reasonable in all 
matters, would allow an adjournment. 
He was very anxious to bring the consol- 
idated statutes in force as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Grant asked the hon. Attorney- 
General, what powers now enjoyed by 
Victoria city would be preserved under 
the consolidated statutes. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Tho matter was pre- 
viously referred to by the hon. the leader 
of the opposition. The portions of the act 
referred to as eliminated having reference 
only to Victoria, wero not o! a public char- 
acter, and consequently were not to be ex- 
pected outside of the private statutes, 
whore they still appear. Mr. Beaven bad 
referred to sec. L31 which ho said had 
boen repealed. If so it was an 
error. Ho had decided objection 
to leaving the matter over, and they all 
would acknowledge the necessity of mak- 
ing the consolidated statutes law at the 
earliest possible date. 

Mr. Beaven remarked that tho com- 
missioners had exceeded tho powers vest- 
ed in them by eliminating from the general 
statutes tho part relating to Victoria city. 
If tho statutes placed before tho House 
were passed, what Victoria city did not 
want would be placed in the private 
statutes. Ho again urged the postpone- 

*''Tli\ Thoo." Davie could not help think- 
ing the difficulties foreseen by tho hon. 
the leader of the opposition wero more 
imaginary than real. If the matter was 
postponed it would greatly retard the 
business of the session. Amendments to 
certain acts would bo moved during the 
session and it would be necessary that the 
statute to bo amended should be referred 
to under tho name that it bore in the con- 
solidated statutes. The leader of the 
opposition might have discovered a few 
errors. It would have been very 
Btrange if no errors bad crept 
Regarding any law relating to tho city of 
Victoria, it should find its place under a 
particular statute under that heading. Ln 
particularizing the law, as has been done, 
he thought a very wise course had been 
adopted. A complete code of laws relat- 
ing to the province could only be had 
by incorporating general matters only 
under the acts, and matters dealing with 
particular subjects in I be private statutes. 
He was of the opinion that if tho hon. 
gentleman would consider the matter he 
would sej that in the classification that 
had been adopted, the most beneficial 
method had been adopted. He could see 
no reason for postponement. It errors 
were discovered, as they probably would be, 
they could be corrected duringthe session. 
If it was tho object of the hoif. the leader of 
the opposition in asking for delay to advo- 
cate a different plan of consolidation, he 
thought, that postponement would not be 
necessary. 

Hon. Mr. Davto said that if the bill was 
dolayod in its passage, and confusion 
should arise, he would not be held re- 
sponsible. He assured the lion, tho lead- 
er of the opposition thai no portion of the 
law relating to Victoria city had been 
altered or repealed. He could Bee nothing 

butconfusion by acinic? up on the sugges- 
tion thrown out by the hon. the leader ot 
the opposition. 

Mr. Heaven again advocated postpone; 
men*. No opportunity bad been afforded 
of reading what the* House was now 
asked to legislate upon. It the clauses re- 
lating to Victoria wore allowed to be 
eliminated from the general statute it 
would be giving the power to legislate 



nation was discussed long before the 
Skeena war, and his resignation sent in 
fully a month after the Skeena incident. 
CONSOLIDATED STATUTES. 
Mr. Bole — In regard to the consolida- 
tion of tho statutes, regretted that the 
members of tho House had had no oppor- 
tunity of examining the work. He was 
anxious to aeo the work made complete 
at the earliest possible day. The desira- 
bility of tho measure should not, however, 
cause them to he passed without mature 
consideration. He appreciated the work 
of compilation, but thought that the 
House should seo for themselves that 
everything in it was correct before making 
the consolidated statutes law. Ho could 
not sue why all the laws of the province 
should not be consolidated up to date, 
before the House was asked to pass any 
part of them. His observations wore 
made with a desire to obtain information. 
All that he wanted was to satisfy himself 
that the work had been thoroughly and 
completely done. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that tho book had 
been laid before the members last session, 
for their examination. The only addition 
to the book wero the statutes passed last 
session, 

Mr. Bole said that the volume laid on 
the table last session did not contain the 
same number of pages as the consolidated 
statutes. He had had no opportunity of 
examining the work, and enquired if the 
book now before the House was the same 
as that submitted at the last session with 
the addition mentioned by the hon. the 
Attorney-General. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — I believe that to be 
tho case. 

Mr. Humphreys contended that the 
work now submitted was not a consolida- 
tion of tho acts in existence at the com- 
mencement of the work of revision. He 
thought that too great power was 
in many respects given to the 
hon. the Provincial Secretary. 
He did not consider the consolidated stat- 
utes presented such as could be passed by 
the Rouse. Tho commissioners them- 
selves in their note said that they had 
taken the opportunity to revise the stat- 
utes as laid before tho House at the last 
session, It was an unheard of thing to 
ask that the commissioners bo allowed the 
power of actually legislating, as would be 
done if the consolidated statutes wore 
passed as suggested. He referred to the 
necessity, in his mind, of a check over 
the work of tho revision or commissioners, 
and asked the hon. the Attorney-General 
to ali'.w the matter to stand, and not ask 
for a vote immediately. 

Mr. Orr could not vote for the accept- 
ance and sanction of the consolidated stat- 
utes before an opportunity was afforded 
the members of knowing what alterations 
or amendments had been made. He 
therefore moved for an adjournment of the 
debate.

Suit Entered Against J. Boscowitz by Captain 
Warren, Claiming $25,000 Damages for 
Libel— Warren's Creditors Enter an Action 
Analnst Boicowltz— Warren Assigns for the 
Bout-fit or His Creditors. 

A Mother. phaso of tho Boscowitz-Warron 
mutter developed yesterday. Capt. War- 
ren lias entered an action against Mr. 
Boscowitz, claiming 825,000 for alleged 
libel, contained in a letter written by de- 
fendant's instructions, charging Warren 
with fraud.

CITY POLICE COURT. 

(Before Hon. A. N. Richards, P. M.I 
The charge against Mr. Theodore Davie, 
on remand, summoned for driving over 
James Bay bridge, at a "slow trot, ' was 
tho tirst case called in tho police court 
yesterday morning. 

Mr. C. P. Bloomfiold appeared for tho 
defendant. 

His honor remarked that while lawyers 
were to he obtained, he would not allow a 
layman to appear in the case. 

An adjournment was accordingly asked 
for and granted, until to-day, when Mr. 
Davie will appear in person and argue his 
right to representation by Mr. Bloom- 
fiold. 

Edward Hodge was charged by Officer 
Mitten with carrying a concealed weapon. 

Tho prisoner pleaded guilty, and said 
that ho could find sureties to keop the 
peace. Tho sureties wore niado S800, the 
prisoner himself in $400, and two sureties 
of $200 each; if not obtained the prisoner 
to go to jail for. 'JO days. 

Another charge against Hodges was 
thou called, of maliciously destroying a 
door and seven spittoons belonging to 
May Williams. 

Hodges remarked that he didn't know 
whether or not he broke the door. Hi 
felt as if "ho had been thrown through it. " 
The Drisoner pleaded guilty and was lined 
Jimmy Gibbons and his companion 
Whitty again appeared, this time for sen- 
tence. 

Supt. Sheppard said that ho could find 
no captain who was willing to take them 
on hoard his vessel. 

His honor— Well boys, it appears that 
you re bo bad that no one wants you. 

Mrs. Whitty said that she could ' send 
her boy away, and he was allowed to go 
»r ho imprisoned at hard labor for one 
month. 

Mrs. Gibbons explained that sho could 
do nothing with her hoy. His father and 
mother had tried every means to make a 
al boy of him, but failed. Mrs. c;ib- ' 
lions almost broke down while telling her 
pitiful story, and his honor decided to let 
the boy go, a sentence of one month hav- 
ing been recorded against him; it being 
understood that his father would adminis- 
ter a sound thrashing in the old-fashioned 
stylo. 

His honor, before the young reprobate 
left the court, gavu him a few words of 
very fatherly advice, remarking that if he 
did not reform he would very soon bo 
"hanging by the neck somewhere." 



Mr. Theb. Davio referred to tho fourth 
section, which did not authorize the Pro- 
vincial Secretary to do anything more 
than perform a certain amount of clerical 
work, it did not allow him to legislate 
or make any material changes. There 
should he no objection to thu passage of 
the clause. In regard to the statement 
that the legislature was taking tho work 
"blind," tho only question was as to 
whether lion, gentlemen wished to go 
through and compare every page of the 
volume, which duty had been performed 
by tho commissioners appointed to perform 
the work. Tho volume now before tho 
House was exactly the same as tho ono 
laid on the table last year, with tho addi- 
tion of tho acts of 1888, and certain cor- 
rections. 

Mr. Orr claimed that Mr. Theo. Davie 
had misinterpreted his words. Ho ob- 
jected to tho House accepting and endor- 
sing a volume of whose contents they did 
not possess exact information. 

Mr. Ladner thought that it was an ex- 
traordinary thing to usk the House to 
legalize tho consnlidatod statutes whilo 
clauses four and five remained. If those 
clauses were eliminated, ho would oiler 
no objection to the passage of the bill. 

Mr. Beaven claimed that one section of 
tho municipality act, that had been re- 
pealed in 1887, had boon amended in 
1888, and pointed this out as ono error in 
the work. On tho motion, ho hoped that 
tho lion. Attorney-General would consent 
to a postponement. 

Hon. Mr. Robson thought the lion, 
leader of the opposition wua going too fat- 
in saying that the commissioners had ex- 
ceeded their powers in eliminating certain 
clauses from the general acts applying to 
the city of Victoria, and plac- 
ing them in the private acts. 
Ho thought that not only had the 
commissioners power to take tho action 
they had in the matter, but if they had 
not done so, they would not havo been 
performing the work which was given 
them to do. The House was not asked 
to legalize anything of which they were 
not thoroughly informed. 

Mr. Grant did not think tho IJouso had 
any right to take the section pertaining to 
Victoria out of the public bill and incor- 
porate them with the private bill. There 
was no assurance that the powers enjoyed 
by the corporation of Victoria would re- 
main unimpaired. 

Mr. Allen could not see the forco of the 
arguments raised by tho leader of the op- 
position.
